Purcbaaa agposition haa ended. The 
stttpaadoaaand maglnllcent exposition, 

interest of which has extended into 
every portion of the civilized world, 
has run its course and now passes 
into history as probably having com- 
prised tha moat repraaaotatlTe collec- 
tion of tba rasoureas, induatrlas. art, 
peoples and customs of tba world ever 
assembled. From the Inception of the 
project to hold the exposition, until 
the gates were thrown open and the 
world was invited to enter, occupied a 
period Of itven years. Tfea duration 
of the expasitlon has been seven 
months, and during' that titne nothing 
has occurred to throw a dampenluK 
effect on the interest or to distract 
frmu the exposition in any way. No 
loss of life baa ooourrad during the ex- 
position from aeeldanta. 8t Louis kas 
proffered her most gracious hospitali- 
ty to the world and it has been ac- 
cepted. 

Farewell- Addreases. 
The eloiliig wartlae s were held at 

the base of the l-oulsiana Purchase 
monument in the plaza of St. Ixiuls-. 
where were held seven months a^o the 
exercises that formally opened the 
gates to the world. On tba opening

Steadily tbe white ela^rle bulba sii 
houetted the exhibit palaces against 
the night, periodically the illumination 
of the terrace of state surmounting 
festival hall changed from white to 
red, then to green, and then ba< i( to 
white.

The Annual Report of the General

report of the general superintendent 
of the life saving service for the fiscal 
vear ended June 30, 1904, shows that 
during the year assistance was ran* 
dered by the life savtbff erawa to 1,061 
vessels of all kinds, involving the lives 
of more than 3.300 persons, and proi>- 
erty to the vaUie of nearly $7,000,IH»0. 
The crews also rescued 103 persona 
not on board of vessels from varlou.i 
perilous situations and tbrougb .signal 
wamlttga of tbe beacb patrola aavad 
from possible disaster 161 vessels in 
danger of stranding.

A Note Found on the Body Says An 
Air Hose Upon Which He De- 
pended to Renew Hie Supply 
ef Air Had Broken. ' 

Stevensville, Mlob., Dec. 8.— Peter 
Nissen, who attempted to cross Lake 
Michigan in a balloon boat called 
"Fool Killer No. was found dead 
on the beach, two miles and a half 
west of here Thursday. Nissen is sup* 
posed to have been washed aahore 
during tbe nlgbt Hie "Fool Killer" 
was about 20 rods down the beach 
from the body and was considerably 
damaged. A life preserver and an 
overcoat were fastened to the basket- 
shaped car In the boat. The body was 
brought to Stevensville. where it ilea 
in the town hall. The hands and face 
were frozen and the features reflected 
terrible suffering. The clothing on the 
body was .somewhat torn. Tlie l)(idy 
was found by Mrs. Collier, who lives 
on a farm near the lake shore. 

It is almost certain that Nissen prac- 
tically reached shore alive Wednes- 
day about 4 o'clock, after he had been 
out of Chicago 24 hours. The "Fool 
Killer No. .i" was ilien s. i n about 200 
rods from shore off Livingston, six 
miles south of Stevensville. A heavy 
gale was blowing and it is presumed 
he was unable to land and was prot>- 
ably tossed about up shore all nlghL 

Unable to Sava Himself. 

It Is believed that Nissen was either 

unconscious or so thoroughly chilled 
that he was imable to save himself 
when the "Fool Killer" finally collaps- 
ed, and that he was drowned. 

When- the wrecked aqaatic balloon 
waa examined one of Nissen's busi- 
ness cards .was found on the back of 
which was a note from the dead ad- 
venturer saying an air hose upon 
which he (tejjended to renew his sup- 
ply of air had broken and that he was 
dtooned to die of suffocation. 

William Fuller, a fanner, saw the 
balloon boat being driven toward 
shore about 4 p. m. Wednes lay Ihiee 
miles south of the place where Nis- 
sen's body was found Thursday. When 
Fuller sighted it the craft had appar- 
ently not as yet been broken up by 
the waves 

It is believed liere that Nissen wa3 
alive when his boat first t("ichi'd the 
eastern shore of tlie lake. There was 
a smile on the face of the dead navi- 
gator. His wrecked boat late Thura- 
day was hauled Into Stevensville and 
a coroner's Jury was impanelled. The 
Inquest was adjourned for fur"ter in- 
vestigation.
